DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Ebenezer Thurston, Prudential) Committee. 

Summer term. Taught by Miss Selina L. Thurston. This was 
her first school, but she met with the best success. The order was 
excellent, and the recitations were clear and concise. Her manner 
of instruction was very thorough, especially in elementary princi- 
ples ; on the whole, a profitable school. 

Such, in brief, has been the progress and standing of our schools for 
the pastyear. Although some of them have not been what they ought 
to have been, or even what they might have been,others have manifest- 
ed a high degree of improvement. Many of the teachers employed have 
been well qualified for their chosen calling, combining the proper 
literary qualifications with good executive ability, and faithfulness 
in the discharge of duty. A few, I am sorry to say, have not been 
so well suited to their vocation as would have been desirable. The 
selection of teachers is the most important trust connected with our 
_ school administration. It requires the greatest prudence and the 
most careful discrimination in the selection of teachers. Not every 
one who would succeed well in one particular school, would do 
well in every one. ‘Teachers should be selected with particular ref- 
erence to the particular school in which they are to be employed. 
In this matter, I fear some Prudential Committees have been influ- 
enced in their selections by something besides the good of the 
districts. No selfish motive ever ought to be allowed to stand in 
the way of the faithful discharge of duty. Every person, in any 
way connected with our school management, should be actuated only 
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by a high sense of duty and moral obligation. Their energies 
should be concentrated upon the one great object before them,—the 
moral and intellectual training of the rising generation. The im- 
portance of this is self-evident to all. No course of reasoning can 
make it more plain, that the diffusion of intelligence among the 
masses is the only safe basis of individual, as well as national, great- 
ness,—the fundamental principle of republican liberty. Education 
develops the mind which makes the men, which make the nation. 
Our fathers realized this at the beginning, and put it in their politi- 
cal fabric the chief corner-stone. They have made the most ample 
provision for its support, and watched its welfare with a jealous 
anxiety. It has been our nation’s chief pride and glory in the past 
and in the future, must be relied upon as the chief bulwark of our 
gb and independence. There are many things to which I would 
lik call your attention in this connection, but having received 
premonitions to make this report brief as possible, 1 am obliged to 
omit many thin importance. I would suggest to the citizens 
of Districts No 8, the necessity of making some provision 
with regard to t oolhouses#™ ‘These houses are very ‘‘uncom- 
fortable,” to say st. Our present amount of school money 
is not sufficient e requisite amount of schooling, under the 
present high price he wages of teachers should increase in pro- 
portion to other kinds of labor, which must necessarily shorten our 
schools. In Districts No. 8 and 9, the whole amount of schooling 
for the year has been but six weeks in each district. This really 
ought not to be, but can only be remedied by an increase of school 
money. A recommendation to increase your appropriation for the 
present.year would not meet with special favor, I fear ; but the tenden- 
cy of everything is upward, and our schools must decrease in length 
still more, if some action is not taken to prevent it.
